“The woman tempted me,” was 
the statement made by a Chinese to 
Mr, BR. B. Lindaell at tho Magistracy 
yesterday ofterncon in answer to @ 
obarge of harbouring an unmarried 
git] nader 21 years of age. 

The defendant who was several 
years the girl’ senior, made her ac- 

- quaintance in Cantsn somo time ago, 
and entered into a wild flirtation with 
her, which, as far as he was concern- 
ed, was terminated when he returned 
to "Hongkong. The girl’s infatuation 
for Lim, bowavor, was more lasting, 
and running away from home, sha 
cama to Hongkong toseck the man che 
loved. She found him. He tricd 
more or less firmly to perauade 
her to roturo to her 
parents . but without avail, 
ond eventually he decided to accopt 
fate as it came and toak bor into his 
house, But tho coursa of love did 
not run smoothly for the couple; the 
girl's paventa who had known of the 
flirtation in Canton, came to Hong 
Long to look for their daughter, They 
found her in the man’s housé as they 
had expected and dragged her away 
to tho Sccretariat for Chineso Affairs. 
Mr. A. E. Wood tried to arrange a 
marrisge between the couple. They 
were willing,. but the girl's parenta 
refused to allow this and insisted on 
having ti man taken to court. 

The evidence for the prosecution 
wae vory conflicting and to an extent 
bore out the defendant's statement 
made at the opening of the case. 

After hearing the evidence, the 
Magistrate said that it was perfectly 
clear the girl was to blame for a lot 
of the trouble, She did not want to 
return to her parenta.

KOWLOON WATER. 


BOIL BEFORE DRINKING. 


Biaoteriologieal exsmination shows 
that water from the Kowlocn 
reservoir is polluted to s certain 
degree, due to the fact that the filter 
beds are not fonctioning properly. 
Kowloon residents are therefore 
advised by the Medical Officer of 
Health to boil their drinking water. 

Yesterday the Sanitary Board had 
for consideration the report of the 
Government’ Bacteriologist on the 
public water supplies for the month of 
July, 1922, and noted that the resulta 
indicated “a very unsatisfactory con- 
dition of tho water, and reqoires 
investigation.” On this a report by 
Mr, Henderson, Executive Engineer 
to the Water Authority, stated :— 

The catchment areas have been 
examined without being able to dis- 
cover any reason for the adverse ro- 
port. Itis usual, however, alter the 
first rains, to get much poorer results 
than usually obtained ; which is to be 
expected as there is necessarily 

certain ‘amount of _ pollution 
accumitlated during the dry seasop 
that is washed in, in a body, with the 
first rains, when the reservoir is also 
very low. The reservoir gate stirred

The Chairman; Before proceeding 
with the sgends I wieh to notice on 
error which was in the Press reports 
of our last mesting. It was atated 
therein that the Board considered an 
application from the Hon. Mr. H. W. 
Bird for certain closets at No, 188, 
The Peak. That is quite incorrect ; 
Mr, Bird had nothing whatever to do 
with that spplication; it waa made 
on behalf of Mr. Shenton by Messrs, 
Denison, Ram and Gibbs, Theerror, 
iano donbt, based on passage in a 
minute by Dr. Ozorio, which I now 
understand is incorrect. 

Dr. Ozorio: With regard to my 
minute, I would like to remark that 

rhaps the wording was ambiguous. 
qh have seen this error and I think I 
must make it clear that my minute 
does not refer to this particular 
application by Mr. Shenton. No one 
Tegrets more than myself that Mr. 
Bird’s name should have been mixed 
up with Mr, Shenton’s application. 
I was referring to 8 letter Mr, Bird’s 
Firm wrote in September or October 
in which he said he understood that 
the Government had approved the 
use of public water supplies for water 
closets at The Peak, At that time I 
and other members had an impression 
that Mr, Bird bad prior knuwledge of 
this matter, but, as has been pointed 

. ong by you, this recommendation of 
tho Committee was prior to Mr. Bird's 
letter. I therefore withdraw my 
minute on that point. I also have to 
justify my action, otherwise people 
might think I am making mia-state- 
ments out of malice. Ido not know 
Mr. Bird at all and therefore caunot 
bear him malice. 

RABIES OR HYDROPHOBIA. 

The Medical Officer of Health re- 
commended “that rabies or hydro- 
phobia be declared a notifiable 
disease.” 

Mr. Alabaster minuted that this re- 
commendation appeared to bo un- 
necessary os the Police and tho 
Oolonial Veterinary Surgeon dealt 
with cases av they occurred.

I have read with interest the article 


on the new Chinese tariff in your Inst} 


issue, and I think that bosinesa men, 
"both on this side and im Chins, attri- 
bute an andae importance ‘to the new 
tariff rates, Whether the Chinese 
Fdaties ore a little higher or a little 
lower does not matter very much as 
long sa all nations are treated alike. 
Tho matter would be very different if 
in some way or another English trade 
with Ohina was discriminated agaiust 
to tho sdvantago of some other nation 
or nations competing with us. I am 
afraid that English business men who 
are disappointed with their trade with 
Obins blame the tariff for their non- 
success, instead of blaming them- 
selves, England is by far tho largest 
exporter of cotton piece goods in the 
world, Not go long ago, Lancashire 
absolutely monopolized the Chins 
trade, but recently a large portion of 
that trade has beeh acquired by the 
Japanese and Americans, According 
to the latest figures supplied by the 
Maritime Customs, the imports of 
cotton piece goods into China in the 
pre-war year and in 1919 and 1920 
were as followa:—

Not so very long ago, nearly 100 
per cent. of the Chinese piece good 
imports came from England. In 1918, 
lees than 60 per cent, came from this 
country, and Japan sent to China half 
as many pieces a England. In 1919, 
Japan sent to China twice ss many 
jeces as this country, but in 1920 
Japan’s superiority had deolined to 
about 25 per cent. 


Lancashire has been getting back 
some of the trade which if has lost 
daring and immediately after the war. 
However, the figures show that Japan 
and America have succeeded in 
obtaining s poworfal hold upon the 
Chinese market, -whivh we have 
monopolized so long, Cotton manu- 
facturers and exporters and the pro- 
dvcers and sellers of other goods 
suitable for the Chinese market will 
do well if they blame fcr their non- 
success not the tariff, but themselves, 
their workers, and their methods of 
doing business. The Chinese, like 
other nstiona, buy those goods which 
they like best, provided that they-are 
approached in the right way. In 
many cases Japanese and American 
govde have been mote suitable than 
English, bezanse’ of quality, price, 
make-up, packing, etc, In other 
cases Chinese merchanta have pre 
ferred desling with Japanese .and 
Americans because of the methods of 
busincad used by the latter. 

Japanese and American firms very 
frequently treat the Chinese as equals, 
enter upon, partnerships with Ohiuese 
business men, and deal directly .with 
the men in the interior, while English 
firms only too frequently keep ‘aloof 
from the Chinese and desl with them 
through the importing ‘houses.
